Regarding the David Nelson incident of last fall, I will 
attempt to bring you up to date, Mr. Nelson was not registered 
as an adult leader at the time of the alleged incident. He was 
certified as a Merit Badge Counselor with the Tri-Creek 
District. On the counselor application, he i^^^^^^^^^^s 
business address and phone number wh^j^jg^j^jfaj £jft*- ^^ gSg ■ 
Last fall, his employment with the [^^^^^^^fcl^^i^^tf g^ ^as 
terminated, partly due to this alleged act of child abuse. 

In April, I contacted the Tandy branch manager to try and 
complete the Confidential Record Sheet as you requested. She 
indicated that she would help us, but would not give the 
information from his employment file over the phone. I have 
sent the Confidential Record Sheet to her with a cover letter. 
When I receive the form, I will forward it to you immediately. 

This case is still under investigation by the Whitehall 
Police Department and I was told that they will not provide us 
with any information without a subpoena. To my knowledge, this 
incident never appeared in the newspaper. The Scoutmaster of 
the Scoui: involved stated that "the parents do not seem to be 
pressing the issue. ,f However, the charges have not been 
dropped* 

I will recontact the Tandy Leather Company branch manager 
to try and provide you with the information you require.
